PHYSICIAN DIES 


Dr. S. S. Leith, Well bun 


tltlMer tt JvettN City, 


Passes Awty. 


Dr. S. S. Leith died at bia home in 


Junction City last Friday, following an 
illaeaa of Mo daya. daring practically 
•11 of which time be waa unconscious. 
On New Year'a eve Dr. and Mra. Leith 
entertained a company of friends and 
neigbboTB. the gueeta remaining until 
the dawn of 1913, and it waa a couple 
of boon later when the gentleman re- 
tired. He bad been abed only a few 
minutes when hia wife noticed that 
bia speech waa peculiar, but in re- 
sponse to her questions be replied that 
he felt all right. 
Consciousness left 


him shortly afterwards and medical aid 
was summoned from this city. On the 
physicians' arrival they realized that 
the case was a bopless one, that their 
friend and fellow practitioner was be- 
yond human aid. Every care and at- 
tention was given him, however, but 
be gradually failed until bis death on 
Friday morning. Except when aroused 
for brief spaces of time he did not rec- 
ognize those about him and appar- 
ently suffered little or no pain. 


Samuel S. Leith was a native of the 


Badger state, his birthplace being on a 
farm near Van Duyn, Fond da Lac 
county, and his age 44 yean the 22d of 
last December. He attendeed the local 
schools and Oshkosh Normal, later 
teaching for a few years before enroll- 
ing in the medical 
department 
of 


Northwestern 
University. 
Chicago, 


from which he graduated as an M. D. 
Dr. Leith began the practice of medi- 
cine at Phillips, bat nine years ago 
next spring he came to J unction City 
and was not only doing well in a pro- 
fessional way but was recognized as 
one of the village's best citizens. He 
served as clerk of Careon township and 
later filied the same office in the vil- 
lage. 
Six years ago last June Dr. Leith 


married Miss Sophia Holbrook of Janc- 
tion, the ceremony being performed in 
this eity. They are the parents of one 
sun, Allen James, three years of age. 
The deceased also Ipaves three brothers 
and a sister, Peter Leith of Van Duyn. 
Thos. of Monico. Dr. Robt. of Manhat- 
tan. Kas , and Mrs. Wra. Leitb of Van 


Dr.*Leith was a member of the Odd

When a middle aged stranger, deliri- 


ous, waa found exhausted in the out- 
skirts of Oshkosb, Dec. 28, dying at a 
hospital • fow hours later without re- 
vealing bia identity, the police came to 
the eonelBaion that be waa Arthur 
Riordao. itinerant printer. 
The clue 


to that belief waa furnished by a Typo- 
graphical Union card bearing that 
name, found on the body, and by a 
union lapel button he wore, aaya the 
Portage Democrat What else about 
him—where bis home or relatives—the 
officials could not learn. 
Press dispatches sent out by the Osh- 


kosb union printers briefly telling of 
the fatality and stating the name were 
sent all over the country. The onion 
card and other papers on his person in- 
dicated that the dead man bad been, 
employed in many cities and bad been 
a member of the union twenty-two 
years. For two weeks the body waa 
kept unburied in nope to locate tbe 
relatives. 


One of tbe newspaper paragraphs 


caught the eye of J. C. Wolford, a La 
Crosse printer. The belief that the 
stranger might be bis brother-in-law 
grew until be and bis wife decided to 
visit Osbkosb and view tbe body. Ihe 
name tallied and tbe occupation. 
At 


Ofibkoah they had no hesitancy in de- 
claring the dead man Arthur Riordan— 
their kin by marriage—although they 
hadn't seen or heard of him in twenty 
years nor had any of hie other rela- 
tives. Mr. Wolford and Mr. Riordan 
married sisters. Mr. R Jordan's sister, 
Mrs. W. Edgar Brown of Stevens 
Point, was notified by wire and joined 
them. 
It was arranged that the burial 


should take place next Sunday after- 
noon, 2 o'clock, and the body will be 
laid in tbe handsome lot in Oehkosb

Filipinos Desire Freedom. 


Manuel L. Quezon, resident 
com- 


missioner of the Philippine Islands to 
the United States, who has just re- 
turned to Washington from Manila, 
says that every town in tbe archipelago 
has endorsed the Jones bill, which he 
hopes will be passed at the extra ses- 
sinn of Congress. 


The bill purposes to establish a pro- 


visional government, more liberal and 
autonomous than at present, for a pro- 
bationary period of eight years, begin 
Hint? July 4, 1913, and that after July 
4. 1921, the United States shall relin- 
quish all rights of sovereignty over the 
Philippines and grant to its inhabitants 
full and competent independence. The 
United States would retain sovereignty 
over necessary naval and coaling sta- 
tion sites and terminal points 
for 


cables, not including the bay and har- 
bor of Manila. 


The Jones bill would vest the legis- 


lative power of the Philippine Islands 
in a Congress of the Philippines, 9 
senate comprising thirty-eight mem- 
bers and a House of eighty-seven 
members, both branches to he elective 
The executive power would be vested 
during the probationary period in a 
president, appointive for four years by 
the President cf the United States 
and after July 4, 1921. to be 
by the Filipinos,

Singular U»e For Bread. 


Bread is used for many purposes, but 


tbe most singular use may be seen in 
gome of the great watch factories. 
More than forty loaves of fresh bread 
are required each day in one such fac- 
tory. It appears that from the earliest 
times in tbe history of watchmaking it 
has been tbe custom of watchmakers 
to reduce fresh bread to the form of 
dough by steaming and kneading. 
They use this dough for removing oil 
and chips that naturally adhere In the 
course of manufacture to pieces as 
•mall as the parts of a watch. The 
oil la absorbed by the dough and tbe 
chips stick to It. and there is no other 
known substance which can be used 
as a wiper without leaving some small 
portion attached to the thing wiped.

lighthouse keepers. The son or the1 
beat from it lights many hundreds of 
beacons along our coasts and water- 
ways evening after evening and ex- 
tinguishes them punctually every morn- 
ing. They are guides on land and sea 
that are never touched by human hands 
from one month's end to another. The 
way In which the United States gov- 
ernment, through its lighthouse board, 
has utilized the services of the sun and 
made that great lamp of heaven a 
faithful and unerring servant is most 
interesting.

keepers of tbe little lights in faroff 
places. Modern magic was not slow 
in recognizing the fact that by the ap- 
plication of certain well known scien- 
tific principles the lighting of the great 
chains of beacons that girdle tbe coasts 
of the two seas and the gulf and cover 
the great lakes and every navigable 
stream in our huge country could be 
much simplified. 


The United States did not become in- 


terested in the acetylene light and its 
automatically generating gas buoy until 
about the year 1000 and did not adopt 
it until 1908 
Then the engineers of 


the lighthouse board devised some 
wonderful Improvements, among them 
the utilization of tbe sun 


The self lighting and self extinguish- 


ing acetylene beacon is a very simple 
thing, but it depends almost entirely 
on tbe "sun valve." which is one of tbe 
most wonderful but least complex of 
the achievements of modern science. 


In the first place, the source of light 


for these lone beacons is dissolved 
acetylene, which is stored under pres- 
sure in steel cylinders. One of these 
cylinders can be charged with enough 
gas to last a small beacon three years. 
Usually, however, in tbe case of float- 
Ing buoys, a six months' supply is all 
that is necessary, as such buoys are 
overhauled and painted twice a year. 
Knowing tbe size of the flame and its 
hourly consumption of gas. it is very 
easy to compute bow long a cylinderfnl 
will last and how often it will need to 
be visited. That is all the care the 
light will need. The sun valve does 
the rest 


The scientific principle upon which 


the sun valve depends is that light 
waves become transformed in different 
degrees, according to tbe nature of the 
intercepting body. Sunlight upon dark i 
surfaces is converted into heat, and ' 
beat produces expansion. Tbis eipan- ! 
slon is especially perceptible In certain 
metals. 
j 


In a rarefully sealed and substantial- 
> 


ly mounted glass jar nearly a foot 
high and about one-fourth that in di- 
ameter n thick black rod is placed per- 
pendicularly tbrougb the center. It is 
supported by three slenderer rods of 
highly polished copper. The big black 
rod is of copper also and is coated with 
lampblack to make it absorb light to 
the greatest possible degree. The sup- 
porting rods reflect light without ab- 
sorbing It and do not expand or con- 
tract to the same extent as the largest • 
rod. 
j 


The thick black piece of copper in 


the center of tbe Jar is extremely sen- 
sitive to light and heat 
As tbe sun 


appears and the atmosphere grows 
warmer In tbe morning this rod length- 
ens. It p"«bes down into the metal 
chamber in which the glass Jar rests 
and touches the end of a lever. 
It 


presses down on this lever, which is 
controlled by a spring and cats off tbe 
flow of the gas to tbe lamp. 


When the sun disappears from view 


In the evening and the temperature of 
the aur /alls the process is reversed. 
The rod contracts and releases its pres- 
sure on tbe lever, allowing tbe gas to 
flow upward to tbe lamp. Tbe gas is 
ignited by a little pilot flame that is 
never extinguished. Thus tbe beacon 
Is lighted at the proper time and is put 
out when It is no longer needed, al- 
though along desolate coasts it may 
never gladden the human eye for 
months at a time. 


The engineers of tbe lighthouse board 


aay that the precision of this device is 
almost incredible. It can be used with 
equal certainty In equatorial heat and 
in polar cold, for it responds with the 
utmost accuracy to small variations in 
temperature. It is used on lonely is- 
lands In the Pacific. There are nearly 
a hundred of these sun valve beacons 
In Alaska. 
In summer they are aids 


to navigation, and In winter they guide 
the travelers on dog sledges over the 
frown wastes.—Harper's Weekly.

B. Buckingham presided at the talks 
that followed an excellent supper pro- 
vided by the Parish Guild of the 
Church of the Intercession, previous to 


bieh Father Gear, pastor of the 


church, pronounced the blessing. 


Mr. Hicks declared that the whole 


country is becoming interested in in- 
dustrial education and cited many in- 
stances where it is doing much good 
for the boys and girls, not only in a 
number of cities in Wisconsin, inclnd- 
ng Janesville, Wausao. Cbippewa 
Fails. Eau Claire, but more especially 
in the larger communities throughout 
the country, such as Cincinnati, Fitta- 
tjurg. Philadelphia, New York 
and 


Boston, where thousands attend night 
schools. 
Supt. Roberts of our city schools, in- 


troduced Sopt Gary in a most cordial 
manner, commending him for the great 
work be has done for a number of 
years, and the latter gentleman at once 
snowed his familiarity with the sob- 
feet under discussion and his earnest- 
ness to promote the cause of education, 
that it may reach to all. those in 
affiuant and moderate circumstances, 
the rich and poor alike. 


Mr. Gary further declared that the 


present high cost of living in this coun- 
try is due to the indisputable fact that 
less than one-fourth of our population 
are "producere"— that is about three 
out of four subsist on the labor of the 
great minority.
